We aro not awnre of tbo construc- 
tion that the public generally have 
placed on the remarkable admissions of 
the Attorney-General on Saturday last 
before the Arbitrator ; but it would 
seem as if the " cat was out of the 
hag," and that the Hon. Mr. Walk em 
■will shortly stand before tbo House in 
the position of a member who has wil- 
fully violated the Constitution of the 
Province and as such has forfeited his 
seat in that bod}'. For some weeks 
there has been a doubt entertained as 
to Mr. Walkem's true position. We 
have ourselves felt reluctant to refer to 
his probable acccptanco of employment 
at tbo hands of tbo Dominion Govern- 
ment for want of evidenco that would 
thoroughly establish the fact. It is 
not our purpose or wish to misrepre 
sent anv man, and, moreover, we could 
scarcely bring ourselves to believe that 
the legal adviser of the Crown — who 
of all men ought to bo well informed 
upon laws in which he has bad an im- 
portant part in passing — had flagrantly 
violated tbe loth section of the Con- 
stitution Act, which reads as follows : 
"No person accepting or holding any 
office, commission or employment, por- 
w^nent or temporary, to which an annual 
Balary, or any fee, allowance, or emolu- 
ment, or profit of any kind or amount 
whatever, from the Dominion of Canada, 
m attached, Khali be eligible its a member 
of this Legislative Assembly of this Pro- 
vince; nor shall he sit or vote an such." 

We cannot seo that the section 
could bo improved on. Its intent and 
object aro clear and uninistakeable. 
TJnder it no member of the House can 
accept any employment from the Do- 
minion Government to which "any 
fee, allowance, or emolument, or profit, 
is attached," and Mr. Walkem, by bis 
admis>ion on Saturday, has charged 
himself witli having done so. Ho has 
announced himself as "tho counsel for 
the Dominion Government," and re- 
ferred to that Government as bis 
"client." It may be urged that bo has 
not violated the statute inasmuch as 
his fee or reward may bo entirely pros- 
pective; that it may consist of "great ex- 
pectations" to be realized in tho not 
vory remoto future. ' This plea, it will 
be seen, is a mere evasion; besides, if 
wo are rightly informed, no lawyer is 
permitted to accept contingent fees; 
and Mr. Walkem is altogether too 
fond of the "bawbees" not to know 
that a "bird in the band is worth two 
in the bush." Neither are lawyers re- 
markable for giving their services 
gratuitously. There is a story extant 
of a member of the bar who, being re- 
proached for taking his fee in silver, 
excused himself by pleading, "I took 
all the man had!" Is it not, then, fair to 
assume that the Premier is not work- 
ing for the glory of tbo thing, and that 
at the end of his fingers there dangles 
a fat fee or oilice? 

But there is another point which can- 
not be overlooked in connection with 
this matter. It is the positive injury 
that haa resulted and is resulting daily 
from the neglect of the public business 
by the Premior; for we have either got 
to assume that he is of some practical 
value in tbo Provincial departments 
which he has undertaken to lead, or 
that the §3,000 per annum paid him by 
the Province is virtually money thrown 
away. If Mr. Walkem's presenco at 
James Bay is not required in the in 
terest of the country, then let him re 
linquish his salary, if he does not re- 
sign his office, and devoto himself en- 
tirely to the discharge of his duties as 
''counsel for the Dominion Govern merit" 
in British Columbia. Each day — and 
many times each day — visitors who de- 
sire to transact business with the At- 
torney General are unable to gain an 
interview, and when an inquiry is made 
as to his whereabouts tbe answer in- 
variably returned is that "Mr. Walk- 
em is busy at the arbitration court and 
cannot afl'ord time for an audience." 
Men have corae many miles to consult 
the. Attorney General on public busi- 
ness and havo had to go away without 
seeing him. We ask the public, who 
have a first claim on Mr. Walkem's 
services, if this condition of things is 
in consonance with their ideas of what 
is due the Province'!

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Nov. 10. — A cable dis- 
patch to the World from Alexander 
says: Two thousand cubic yards 
around the obelisk have already been 
excavated for tho removal of the monu- 
ment, and the sheathing of the mono- 
lith has been begun. Tho masonry 
for the foundation of the iron towers, 
to bo used in the removal, is well ad- 
vanced, and the iron towers themselves, 
having been transhipped at Liverpool 
for this port, aro expected to arrive here 
to-morrow. 

New Yohk, Nov. 5. — Gen. Hooker 
is said to have left a handsome fortune, 
which will probably go to bis sisters. 
Among bis effects is a largo picture of 
tho battle of Lookout Mountain, for 
which ho paid 825,000. He left many 
important papers, which will probably 
be printed in some appropriate shape. 

New York, Nov. 10. — in the course 
of his sermon yesterday morning, 
Beechet remarked incidentally: "There 
are but two objects of punishment 
above and below. One is the preserva- 
tion of society; tho other tho reforma- 
tion of the criminal. Tbe infliction of 
infinite and endless punishment for 
any other object is a token of demoniac 
cruelty. It is demoniac and not divine 
to inflict pain for the sake of pain. If 
I thought that a God stooil at tho 
door wbero men go out of life, ready to 
send thorn down to eternal punish- 
ment, my soul would cry out, 'Let there 
bo no God.' My instincts would say, 
'annihilate him.'" 

Buffalo, Nov. 16. — Tho schooner 
C. G. Breed, from Dotroit, with 24,- 
000 bushels of wheat, car sized and 
foundered Friday 80 miles oast of 
Point Pelu. The crew, consisting of 
the captain and soven men, are nil sup- 
posed to be lost. 

Petersburg, Va., Nov. 16. — Wells 
and streams are drying up and in some 
adjacent counties the people are com- 
pelled to travel for miles in vehicles in 
search of water for family use. In sev- 
eral churches here to-day prayers were 
offered for rain. 

Nonxn Eastham, Mass., Nov. 16. — 
At six o'clock this morning the shore 
end of the new French cable was land- 
ed, and soon afterwards signals were 
exchanged with tho steamer Faraday, 
which will leavo to-morrow and take 
the final connection 17 miles out. 

Salt Lake, Nov. 10. — Pet Reggel, son 
of a prominent merchant of this city, and 
a frequonter of Chinese opium dens, died 
yesterday from the effects of opium 
smoking. His death has led to un inves- 
tigation, and it is ascertained that a largo 
number of boys and young men in the 
city nightly visit these dens. An effort 
is being made to have them cleaned out. 

St. Louis, Nov. 15. — A special dis- 
patch from Sherman, Texas, says that 
W. P. Groenlow, ono of tho wealthiest 
and most prominent citizens of tbe placo, 
suicided last night by taking morphine. 
The cause is said to be criminal intimacy 
between bis wife, ono of the most beau- 
tiful women in Sherman, and Lev. Con- 
rad Hancy, ono of the most noted and 
eloquent ministers in Texas. Tho city is 
said to bo greatly excited over the affair, 
and threats against the personal safety of 
tbe saintly seducer have been made. 

EUROPE. 

London, Nov. 15. — Tho diptboria, 
which for several years has mado great 
ravages in Russia, seems to be gaining 
more and more ground. The disoase, 
says the Nome Vremya, has attained such 
frightful proportions in some regions that 
the percentage of mortality far exceeds 
that of births. In tho small district of 
Mirgorod, where tho epidemic has been 
raging since 1875,. thero were 41-1 died 
from tbo disease in 1870, and in 1877 
there died VMS persons. In Odessa, 
| since May last, diphtheria has snatched 
away 70 per cent, of children, and in 
Stavropol, in tbe course of four months, 
one half of tho infant population fell vic- 
tims to tho disease. In KishenefF, and in 
tbe vicinity of luff and Potava, tho epi- 
demic has been raging for the last two 
years without interruption. In tho village 
of Kaploonofka, in tho government of 
KhurkofF, 50 children died in two weeks. 
In tbe hamlet of Kakomobka more than 
200 infants have been carried away by the 
disoase since January last. In addition a 
large number of adults have also died 
from the epidemic. 

Dublin, Nov. 15. — A committee of the 
Irish national convention has resoved that 
the plan of tbo late Danl. O'Connor, for 
tho reconstruction of tho Irish house of 
commons, bo made tho basis of that for tho 
convention. That the delegates shall 
number 300 and that the convention 
shall meet in Dublin in April 1882. 

Vienna, Nov. 12. — The Tagblatt news- 
paper says: Tho treaty of alliance con- 
cluded between the Balkan principalities 
is ostensibly against foreign intervention 
in tho Balkan states, but really against 
Austria. Tho treaty stipulates that in 
the event of Austria oxtonding operations 
boyond Novi Bazar, Servia will furnish 
120,000 mon, Montenegro 20,000, and 
Bulgaria 90,000, to form an allied army, 
and that Servia will advance Montenegro 
75,000 ducats for military expenses. The 
appointment of tho cominander-in-chiof 
of the alliod army is left open, but it is 
behoved tho appointment of a Russian 
general was originally contemplated.

Ottawa, Nov. 16.— Tho pvacticabil'ty

j Yesterday wc had a call fioni Mr. W. 
j Robinson, an experienced minor well 
I known in this Provinco, who was ono of 
i tho discoverers of what are known as the 
Skagit River mines. Ho tells U3 that 
early this year a report ' having been re- 
ceived at Seattle that a Mr. Rowley had 
taken out §05 on a tributary creek to 
Skagit River, he in company with several 
other minors loft for tho locality on board 
the steamer Josephine which runs for a 
' distance of 40 miles up the Skagit River. 
Having arrived at this point they took 
canoes which conveyed them to Big 
Oaiion, the head of canoe navigation. 
Tho canon is about 30 miles in length, a 
distance which has to be traversed ou foot 
on its we3t side. No regular trail exists, 
but Messrs Brewster & Co. have obtained 
a charter from the Washington Territory 
authorities giving them tho right to con- 
struct a trail from the head of steamboat 
navigation to tho 49th parallel. A small 
toll will bo charged for goods and animals 
passing over this trail. The crock on 
which thu diggings were discovered is 
known as Ruby crook. It falls into the Ska- 
git at a point about 100 miles from that 
rivor's mouth, which is near tho town of La 
Conner, W.T. In ordor to reach Ruby 
Crook it has to bo passed on tho opposite 
aide of the Skagit, which river is crossed 
by a forryboat. In capacity and fall tho 
crook is very similar to McDamo Creek, 
Cassiar, for a distance of 12 miles up, 
whore it forks, one branch running to t ho 
east and tho other in, as nearly as possible, 
a northerly direction. Tho waters aro 
equally divided at the forks, and the 
branch running to the north has been 
prospected with encouraging results. Tho 
headwaters of the crook have not as yet 
boon prospected, but there soem3 to be no 
doubt that they make into British Colum- 
bia. On tho lower portion of tho creek 
tlioro is evidence of tho oxistonco of bench 
diggings, and several ounces of gold have 
boon taken out abovo high water mark. 
Tho bost prospects, however, have been 
found in tho original bed of tho creek. 
Shortly after the discovery of tho diggings 
n meeting of tho minors in tho locality 
was hold and a code of laws drawn up, 
whoroin it was provided that the length 
of a crook claim and tho frontage of a hill 
claim should not exceed 250 foot. Tho 
weather at the mines was very equable 
and pleasant during the summer months, 
there being only throe rainy days during 
tho entire season. About tho middle of 
October, however, rain, snow and sleet 
fell heavily for seven consecutive days. 
Tho crock roso rapidly and a number of 
wing-dams were washed away. But it is 
thought that when the diggings aro 
thoroughly established mining operations 
will bo prosecuted vigorously during the 
winter — in fact, that that season will prove 
tho most suitablo timo for working tho 
claims. There is, of course, no regular 
supply of provisions in tho mines as yet; 
but a small quantity of tho most noces- 
sary articles can bo obtained at a point 
about 30 miles from tho first claim on the 
Creole. As a rule it ought nut to tako 
more than 5 days to travel from tho dig- 
gings to Seattle. It takes two days to get 
from Ruby creek to tho head of canoe 
navigation on the Skagit; two days from 
that point to Mount Vernon, and one day 
thence by steamer. Going in it takes 
eight days at loast. The mines may also 
bo reached by way of Fort Hope and pos- 
sibly rift Chilliwhaek Lake. The Skagit 
would bo struck at a distance of about '25 
miles in a S. E. direction from the for- 
mer place, and some 15 years ago a road, 
which is now overgrown and obstructed 
by fallen trees, ran through tho country 
which would have to be traversed. Mr. 
Robinson waited on the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works yesterday and 
suggested to him tho utility and advised- 
noss of cutting out this road and thus 
affording miners a comparatively easy 
means of ingress to the gold district. Mr. 
Walkem, however, replied that ho feared 
the work could not bo successfully prose- 
cuted during tho winter months and Mr. 
Robinson was invited to call again for a 
definite answor. On striking tho Skagit 
from Hopo that river would have to be 
followed down for perhaps 30 miles, when 
(lie ferry above Ruby Creek would be 
reached. Mr. Robinson is of opinion 
that there will be an extensive rush to 
the mines next spring and thinks that the 
approach to them via Fort Hopo would 
lie easier than going up tho Skagit. Tho 
transport of provisions would also be 
cheaper. Will the Government accord 
the mining population a small measure of 
justice for once and issuo instructions for 
tho trail cia Fort Hopo to tho Skagit to 
bo cut out, or at least blazed ?

dren, Liout. H. G. Ellsworth, Paymaster 
Ring. U. S. N„ J- Fjigh, A. Martin, W. 
Sterns, L. Lemon, ft. A. Fuller, V. G. 
Brodie and J. G. Brady. The U.S. Mar- 
shal was also on board having in custody 
"Jack" Williams, charged with shooting 
Robt. Roy, alias Teddy the Blacksmith, at 
Sitka a few weeks since. Williams will 
bo tried at Portland on an indictment for 
shooting with intent to murder. Five 
prisoners from tho U. S. sloop of war 
Jamestown were also brought down. Tho 
development of tho quartz ledges at Sitka 
is progressing favorably, and tho Stewavt 
Mining Co. shipped a 81,000 bar by tho 
California for delivery at Portland. Tho 
further this company run their tunnel the 
richer the ore becomes. Tho Great East- 
ern Co. have leviod an assessment of §50 
per share, which will raiso 81250. This 
sum will enablo tho company to commonco 
tho erection of works. In tho Witch 
claim fori- rafters aro being run. Tho 
several quartz claims already afford em- 
ployment to somo SO white men and ou 
the last trip of the California sho took 50 
more from Fort Wrangel. Tho Califor- 
nia left Sitka on tho 12th inst. and arriv- 
ed at Fort Wrangel on tho following day 
when she took on board tho body of tho 
lato James Burns. She experienced 
rough, disagreeable weather during the 
entire voyage and left Esquimaltfor Port- 
land at 2 o'clock yesterday aftornoon.

How much better it would be 
were a regular schedule of rates ar- 
ranged by the Council, and a printed 
copy placed in a conspicuous placo in 
or on each vehicle. I hopo tho Can- 
tain will bring this mutter up for con- 
sideration.

Lonu Salisbury said:— -In judging 
of tho conduct of the Government 
with regard to this great Eastern ques- 
tion, you must ask yourselves what 
was the danger and what were the 
materials which were in the hands of 
the Government in order to apply a 
remedy. Tho danger was that Russia 
should threaten the independence of 
Constantinople or of the shores of the 
Black Sea or that a Slav State should 
stretch across from the Black Sea to 
tho Adriatic. Tho remedy that we 
havo applied depends in the iirst in- 
stance upon the Turks; and, whatever 
other demerits may be cited against the 
Turks, no one can say that, badly led 
and badly officered as they may have 
been, thoy have not fought like heroes. 
(Cheers.) They have u military power 
to which no other race on the Balkans 
can attain ; And as long as their exis- 
tence lasts— and if they will only con 
sent to reform their administration 
their existence may bo of long dura- 
tion — their military strength will re- 
main; and thoy will br? by far the most 
powerful barrier of all the populations 
we could set up" against the advance of 
Russia. If the Turk falls, remember 
that Austria is now at Novi Bazar, and 
has advanced to the latitude of tho 
Balkans, and that no advance of Russia 
beyond tho Balkans or beyond the 
Danube can now be made unless the 
resistance of Austria is conquered. 
(Cheers.) Austria herself is powerful. 
I believe that in the strength and in- 
dependence of Austria lie tho bost 
hopes of European stability and peace. 
(Cheers.) What has happened within 
the last few weeks justifies us in hop- 
ing that Austria, if attacked, would 
not bo alone. (Continued cheering.) 
Tho nowspapers say — I know not 
whether thoy say so rightly — that a 
defensivo alliance has been established 
between Germany and Austria. (Loud 
cheers.) I willnotpronounce anyopinion 
as to the accuracy of that information, 
but I will only say to you and all who 
vulue the peaco of Europe and tho in- 
dependence of nations — I may say 
without profanity — that it is "good 
tidings of great joy" (loud cheers); and 
if you ask us how wo have discharged 
our stewardship, I will ask you in ro- 
turn to compare the state of affairs 
with what it was on tho morning that 
the San Stofano Treaty was signed. 
Look at tho military position of Russia 
then and now; look at tho territorial 
position of Turkey then and now; look 
at tho sympathies expressed bv Aus- 
tria and still more by Germany, and I 
think that you will acknowledge that, 
as far as Her Majesty's Government 
have had any share in the shaping of 
these events, an adequate guard has 
been provided for tho interests and for 
the position which it was their duty to 
protect. With respect to Afghanistan, 
what policy do they propose 1 Lord 
Hartingtou tells us that we must re 
tire behind our frontier — go back to 
this adverse mountain frontier which I 
have described to you. If General 
Roberts went out by the Khyber Pass, 
evacuating all that British valour dur- 
ing the past year has gained, I venture 
to predict that somebody else would 
walk in by the passes of Hindoo Koosh, 
and that Afghanistan would becomo in 
peace a difficulty, in war a danger of 
tho first magnitude to the Indian Em- 
pire. (Cheers.) We have had other 
remedies. Sir William Harcourt tolls 
us that we should have relied on friend- 
ly Afghanistan — we should have relied 
for the dearest interests of our Indian 
Enipireon the proposed friendship of the 
most perfidious nation that has ever 
existed on the earth. (Cheers.) I have 
heard, though I havo not seen it, that a 
very venerable organ of Whig opinion 
has recently announced that the proper 
defence of English interests in Afghan- 
istan is to be confided to the action of 
the British fleet. (Laughter). Well, 
gentlemen, I feel sure that the electors 
of this country will not be blind to the 
gravity of the issue which events have 
placed before them. If they neglect 
the teaching of the past thoy may havo 
more exasperating legislation, separat- 
ing class from class, and encouraging 
new enterprises against property and 
order. They may have more abdica- 
tion of the proper position of England, 
and more trusting to isolation, and to 
tho friendship or to the good-will of tho 
Powers before whom thoy kneel. All 
over the world we shall have masterly 
inactivity (laughter), except only if 
there should be somo ancient institu- 
tion to overthrow at homo. (Renewed 
laughter.) I feel sure that, tho elec- 
tors of this country will prefer (he le- 
gislation which combines classes rather 
than that which separates them (hoar, 
hear,) — that they will prefer to hold 
high the standard of English traditions 
and F.nglish honour, and that they will 
prefer to maintain a firm front at home 
in order that, with the co-operation of 
worthy allies, wo may be able to main 
tain peace and right abroad. (Great 
cheering.)
